EDUCATIONAL RESEARCH PROJECTS, COM- 
PLETED OR IN PROGRESS AS REPORTED 
TO THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCA- 
TIONAL RESEARCH 


At the meeting of the Association in Memphis, the Com- 
mittee on Educational Research was authorized to compile 
and maintain a record of the research work now being 
conducted and that recently completed by individual mem- 
bers of the Association. 

The purpose of this record is to afford information to 
members and others as to recent work in the various fields 
in which the registrar is interested and to establish a cen- 
tral point of contact by means of which those interested 
may be put in touch with others engaged in similar proj- 
ects. 

Each member of the Association was requested to for- 
ward to the committee the following information on the 
projects completed since 1925* and those in progress: 


(a) Title or nature of the project. 
(b) Name of institution. 

(ec) Name of individual in charge. 
(d) Approximate date of completion. 
(e) If completed, how obtainable. 


It was also stated as the opinion of the committee that 
there should be included projects in which the office of the 
registrar was actively interested even though the registrar 
was not designated as ‘‘in charge’’ of the project. 

The committee is of the opinion that returns so far, are 
incomplete. In view, however, of the large number who 
expressed themselves as desirous of learning of others en- 
gaged in certain fields of investigation, it seems advisable 
to report in this issue of the BULLETIN, and supplement the 
report from time to time as further information is received.
